Carrying out research activ- 
ity with famed Dr. Kluckholm, the 
cultural anthropology 'of t h c 
American Indians in .soulh-wcslern 
United Slates was invtsligated— 
obvioii.sly. iiol a cur.sory .study, Km- 
bodyins "icsc findings. McGill's 
professor of anthropology is pres- 
ently engaged in writing a "Report 
on the Cocopa Indians," an ethno- 
graphy, or, a description of their 
life and culture. 

Adding to Profe.-sor Kelly'.- un- 
dertakings here is his series of 
lectures at the Allan Memorial In- 
stitute of Psychiatry. Anthropo- 
logy, in this course, is stressed as a 
material in the study of psychia- 
try, supplementing it. In other 
words, we can attribute your be- 
havior to the process of natural se- 
lection, and not blame It entirely 
on you.

However, 
he also pointed out as Dean GilUon 
did, that a general background is 
needed when he said, "a chemist 
should have a knowledge of other 
professions loo. Many people know 
nothing more than matters concern- 
ing their own chosen carreer. " 

Speaking for the Ccoli gy Divi.s- 
ion. Doctor Clark .spoke of ilie 
prospects'" and impnrîancc of 
geology in our civilisation, lie also 
talked on the academic .ind prac- 
lical jobs of geologists. ■ Tin' gocjlo- 
gists turned nut from .McGill rank 
imong some of the finest in the 
country." he said. •'.N'ever has a 
McGill geology giaduate lacked an 
offer of a po.-ition aftof leaving

Guiomar Novaes, the Brazilian 
pianiste, gave .a recital at the Con- 
servatoire Provinciale Tuesday 
evening. More Interesting than the 
concert ItscU were the reviews that 
apiicarcd In the following day'j 
metropolitan papers. Tiic reviewers 
not only went 1" the trouble of con- 
tradictinR cacli other, but one even 
reviewed selections that were not 
performed. .Maybe this was imior- 
ancc or maybe he Just wasn't there, 
anyway- who cares. 

The selection which was the sub- 
ject of a mild controversy as to 
stylo of performance was the Beet- 
hoven Sonata, Op. 31, No. 2. One 
writer wiis impressed by a perfor- 
inaiico which gave the music "the 
whole of the romantic character" 
which is inherent in the music, 
while another said of her perfor- 
mance of this work "classic play- 
ing" « • • "superb structural sense." 

Giving the vacant writer the 
benefit of the doubt and looking 
closely at the worl;. we find sug- 
ge.-ited two po.s.siblr theories. 
Either Mme. Nov.ie.s' performance 
wa.s so great hs to encompass the 
preconceived ideals ot these critics, 
as opposite as they were, or the 
music itself was sufficiently pow- 
erful to come through to the cars 
of the listener.

ward.s the latter view. I 

The .*onata. Op. 31, No. 1!. comes 
at what might be called a turning 
point in Beethoven's career. It 
clo.ses the so-called first period 
which began as imitation of Haydn 
and Mozart and heralds the second 
heroic period, during which such 
masterpieces as the "Waldstcin" 
and "Appassionatn" sonatas were 
created. Lyins, as it does, in a 
tninsition period, it embodies char- 
acteristics of both.

Villa-Lobos. 

The mu.st dazzlingly brilliant, ex- 
citing, pellucid playing of the even- 
ing came In the performance of two 
works by Gluck, from his "Or- 
pheus" and "Alccstc". the latter in 
arrangement for piano by Saint- 
.Siieiis. "Feux Kollels" by Isadore 
Philippe, who was Mme. Novaes' 
teadier iind who dedicated tlic 
work to litr, and Chopin's "Butter- 
fly Etude". 

Mme. Novaes, who looked tense 
and distraught as the recital open- 
ed, loosened up considerably as the 
music went on, and we might ha'.'c 
enjoyed her interpretation of the 
Beethoven and Chopin niudi more 
had it been heard at the close of 
the recital, when Mme. Novaes' 
radiant personality came to the 
fore. We would very much like to 
hear her piny again in Montreal un- 
der more ideal conditions.

Les Compagnons de St. Laurent, 
Canada's internationally known 
theatre troup, will open their 1947- 
48 season with "La Savaticrc Pro- 
dlgcuse" and L'Appolon dc Bcllac."

The scene is 
laid in a little Andalusian village 
wliere the elderly shocnialicr has 
just murricd a very uttructive girl 
of 18. Public opinion whispers, 
taunts, and all but separates tfte 
couple for good, but the last scene 
brings the wandering shoemaker 
back to his bench and to his wife. 

There i.s satire aplenty 011 peas- 
ant life — the malicious meddling 
of the women, and the sclf-impur- 
tancc and lewdness ot the mayor, 
four times a widower, who longs 
to make the shoemaker's bride his 
own fifth legal conquest Lorca 
sketches a pathetic picture of the 
sedentary cobbler who has been 
persuaded by the interested mayor 
to become a strolling minstrel, and 
of the pretty savatiere herself, who 
believed her former suitors might 
still be in love with her. 

L'Appolon de Bellac, by Jean 
Giraudoilx. has no object but to 
amuse, states a press release -from 
Les Compagnons. It is a modern 
fairy tale in a workaday .setting, 
the Office of Greater and Lesser 
Inventors. There is but one girl in 
this office, very young and very 
innocent. One of the young men 
undertakes Agnes' education, and 
teaches her a magic formula cal- 
culated to unlock the heart of any 
of the Inventors. "Vous êtes beau" 
proves even more of art open se-

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Anai^siis of Yugoslav Five 
Year Plan Ii§ Put Forward

When Canadinns iliink of Yuro- 
slavio. gtiieially tlicy tliink of the 
shooting of war criminals and spies, 
ot trouble In Vcnczia Giulla and 
Styric, and of niystcrious activities 
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on the Greek border. Charges arc 
made and charges are answered, 

but rarely does anybody hear about 
a vast undertaikns which is kccp- 
inR the Yuposlav people extremely 
busy, namely the Five Year Plan. 

The Five Year Plan is the basis 
of the present .character of the 
Ylgoslav Government, ' and ot Us 
claim to power. It la. the Issue 
which has united, all (he elements 
that compose the N'ational Front. 
The National Front, therefore, >s 
nothing more than n collection of 
political leaders from many parties 
which arc all acrecd on the only 
issue at sUike in Yugoslnvlii— the 
Five Year Plan. Therefore the poli- 
tics ot the National Front and the 
Yugoslav political situation gen- 
erally have no meaning and can- 
not be understood out of rcfcrense 
to this ambitious experiment. 

The Five year Plan is a continu- 
ation of the spirit awakened in the 
National Liberation War and chan- 
nelled into the task of building 
Yugoslavia into a modern indus- 
trial nation. The Partisan struggle 
and the very rich nnturnl resources 
of the country arc bciny combined 
to biinR tlii.s corner of Kuropc out 
of Us ccnturies-iong buckwardncfs. 

Section 9 ot the Preamble to the 
Law on the Five Year Plan. April 
28, 1047, states: "The National As- 
sembly of the Fcricralivc People's 
Republic of YuRoslavia lays down 
the followiiiR as the basic tasks ot 
the first Five Year Plan. 

"The cllmlnattnn of économie 
and technical backtvardness; 

"The consolidation of the éco- 
nomie and defensive strength of 
the country; 

"Tile consolidation and further 
development of the socialist sec- 
tor »r the national economy and 
of the new relations of produc- 
tion arising thercfrnm; and 

"The raising of the general 
welfare of the workers in all 
three economic sectors." 
The Plan is a plan of saving, of 
building up capital resources by 
the most primitive means. Main- 
taininR that foreign borrowinfi is 
not compatible with her national 
Fcvercignly, Yugoslavia has re- 
fused to borrow foreign capital and 
repay it out ot the resulting higher 
standard of living— llic process by 
which Canada became industrial- 
ized. Yugoslavia has chosen a more 
difficult, way— namely the undcr- 
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going of sacrifices and hardships 
on the part of the present genera- 
tion to build up capital which will 
raise the standard of living in tlic 
future. 

Two important qualifications, 
however, must here be made. One 
is that the leadership in the build- 
ing of the new Yugoslavia is in 
the hands of the youth who will 
themselves live to enjoy the fruits 
of their sacrifices. The People's 
Youth of Yugoslavia is no discus- 
sion club or puppet organization; 
it is emphatically a powerful or- 
ganization—the most powerful pol- 
itical organization under the gov- 
ernment—which of itself is build- 
ing railways and many other pro- 
jects as youth's significant contrl- 
biillon to the Five Year Plan. The 
People's Youth may be described 
ns the youth's own National Front. 
The sacrifices, then, that are being 
made in Yugoslavia will accrue not 
to future generations only, but in 
great part to those who arc making 
them. 

The second quallficntlon Is this: 
that unlike the Soviet Union which 
went through misery and starva- 
tion In it,<; initial Five Year Plans. 
Yugoslavia is nianagins to cut its 
material .^ecrificcs to a minimum, 
The country is not starving. The 
people arc wellfed . and the gov- 
ernment plans to be able to raise 
the standard of living — that is, to 
raise the level of consumption — 
despite the large cncentration of 
labor in the building of capital. 

If the Five Year Plan ' succeeds, 
it will be a milestone In economic 
history. It will be the first time 
that a country will have Industrial- 
led itself by planning without hav- 
ing to go through a period ot near- 
starvation and suffering.z 

Tlie development of heavy indus- 
try is the fundamental measure in 
the Five Year Plan. In the words 
of Andrija Hcbrang, Chairman of 
tlic Federal Planning Commission, 
■'The economic and defensive 
strength ot every country depends 
on its heavy industry and parti- 
cularly on ferrous metallurgy and 
engineering. For (his reason our 
most important task, the task 
which will enable us to solve all 
the remaining problems, is to build 
up a sufficiently strong heavy in- 
dustry, with up-to-date technical 
equipment. 

"Unless we develop the heavy in- 
dustry wo cannot even think of 
equipping the remaining branches 
ot our industry with modem 
macihnes. instalations, apparatu.-; 
and Implements. Without this we 
cannot technically equip our trans- 
port, agriculture and Army." 

Tlip heavy industry Is to be cen- 
tred in nelgrade, medium industry 
in Sarajevo, light industry In 
Zagreb, and water turbine industry 
In Ljubljana, Steel manufacturing 
is beginning to takep lace at Zeniea. 
in the heart of Bosnia, now the 
backward region in the middle of 
Yugoslavia. 

As part of the agricultural 
scheme, farm machinery and fer- 
tilizers are to be manufactured, and 
/arming rationalized. Nation-wide 
electrification is also planned. 

The rich coal mines of Bosnia are 
being exploited and the Samac- 
Sarnjcvo Youth Railway being built 
this year will provide for the trans- 
portation of coal in that region, nnd 
is one of the many large com- 
munications' developments. Tenta- 
tive lilans are being made for the 
construction of similar Youth Rail- 
roads from Barajovo to Dubrovnik, 
' and from Dubrovnik to Fiumo 
(Rijcka), and also a Highway from 
Belgrade to Zagreb. 
I One of the significant aspects ot 
I the Five Year Plan is the projected 
raising ot the standard of living of 
the backward provinces (Bosnia 
and Hertzegovina, Macedonia and 
Montenegro)) to the level ot the 
more advanced nes (Serbia. Gratia 
and Slovenia). This eciuilizing of 
the living standards, to be brought 
about by means of industrialization 
of the poor regions, is expected to 
lay the structural foundation for 
"brotherhood and unity" (the slo- 
gan of the Tfatlonal Front) among 
the various nations within Yugo- 
slavia, in conformity with the pres- 
ent political "superstructure," to 
use the government's Marxian 
analysis. This approach to the prob- 
lem of national unity is one that 
could well bear study by Canadians. 

The tremendous effort whirli Is 
the Five Year Plan is not without 
Its difficulties. Ilebrang points out 
the two major obstacles: "Wc shall 
undoubtedly meet with various dif- 
ficulties while carrying out the 
plan. We shall have to be extreme- 
ly vigilant. Enemies of all types, 
both in the country and abroad, 
will attempt to sabotage the execu- 
tion of the Plan. We must unmask 
them In good time and render 
them hamiess. We shall have to 
(Ight burciucracy at every step, 
because It will endeavor to damp 
enthusiasm and prevent work from 
being efficiently carried out, we 
still have, to fight against negli- 
gence anil uuconsciéntlousness in 



Student Gives Answer to Letter 
Contributed by ''Amused'^ .

Since ilicir return from Yugo- 
slavia and tlic publishing of their 
statement in llic Daily, the McGill 
group of "tourists" have been the 
target of a volley of criticism, some 
hostile and rpejudiccd, some fri- 
volous, many wcl Ithought out and 
to the point. Typical ot this last 
group was 'the letter to the editor 
in yesterday's Dally, signed by 
"Amused". 

"Amused" points out correctly 
that "... The average tourist is 
under handicap of language, and a 
good knowledge of the customs and 
Instituions of the country before 
he can attempt to interpret any- 
thing. . . ." It is quite true that few 
in the McGIII group knew anything 
about Yugoslavia prior to their 
visit except what they had learnt 
from books and lectures. 

It is also true that they couldn't 
speak Yugoslavian. As regards this 
last point, however, it must be re- 
membered that Balkan people who 
are at < all educated can speak at 
least one Western language. The 
McGIII students, on the other hand, 
by pooling their resources, could 
make themselves iitidcrstond iii 
French, German, llalinn and even 
II little Russian. Tlicrc were, be- 
sides, in the "lieavcr Urigadu" 
many individuals who were 
tlioroughly conversant in Russian, 
Hungarian, Slovakian, I>ulish and 
Yugoslavian, As a member of the 
group, I can say that, in spite of 
the language barrier, I was able to 
pick up a great deal of information 
without having ot rcyort to tlic ser- 
vices of a Yugoslav interiirctor. 

'Amused' goes on to enquire 
whether we examined the news- 
papers for wide divergencies of 
political opinion from extreme 
right to extreme left. We can s;iy 
"Yes, we c.vamincd the news- 
papers. Wc had them translated. 
We brought some back." As for 
wide divergencies of political opiti-! 
ion, that was' impossible. There 
are no wide divcrgencle of politi- 
cal opiniqn in the Yugoslav press. 
The press in Yugoslavia is the or- 
gan of the government, and ns 
there are no right-wing opinions 
in the Popular Front government, 
there are no right-wing opinions 
in the press,. 

Before Judging the Yugoslavian 
press, one must keep in mind the 
condition and background . of the 
country. The country lias been ^ 
ravaged by war. It was always | 
poor, and what little Industry { 
there was before the war, wa.si 
mostly In the bands of foreign in- 
tere#i. Yugaslavla must rebuild, 
must industrialize, or perish. Near- 
ly all Yugoslavs, whether Com- 
munists or monarchists, admit tliat 
the government is performin); this 
task with remarkable, efficiency. 
Reconstruction and national unity 
arc big issues In Yugoslavia today, 
and in approving the broad asperts 
of the Five Year Plan and the gen- 
eral governmental policy, the press 
Is reflecting the attitude' of the 
vast majority of the population. 

"Amused" next asks whether 
"wc examined the political organi- 
zation, who run.s it, and how it 
W()rl;.s? . . ." Wcr^did. Wc have 



work, against the unfulfiliment of 
obligations and lack of diseipllne." 

The government Isd ctermincd to 
fight these two obstacles on all 
fronts. .M a X i m u m competition 
nmon gindustrics for output, dif- 
ferentiated wages, salaries and 
bonuses for fulfillment and sur- 
passing of the plan, improved con- 
ditions of woriccrs, the developing 
ot enthusiasm and creative initia- 
tive among workers, and strict dis- 
cipline, are all used. 

In Hcbrang's words, "Planned 
economy demands discipline and 
the exact fulmillmcnt of the oblign- 
tons stipulated in the Plan. Without 
this neither industry nor agricul- 
ture will be able to develop. Self 
will and a planned economy arc in- 
compatible". 

Since the national front is the 
union of forces which arc in favour 
ot the Five Year Plan, it follows 
that any opposition party would bo 
against the plan, for this is the only 
perimssiblc issue in Yugoslavia. 
For the government to tolerate op- 
position would therefore be equi- 
valent to accepting defeat. Yugo- 
slav politics are made much clearer 
in that light. 

If the majority of Yugoslavs de- 
sire to Improve their condition and 
become a prosperous and powcrful 
slate thrugh the fulfillinrnt f the 
objectives of the Five Year Plan, 
their desires will be thwarted tn 
some degree, tlie Plan will fall 
short of its objectives to some ex- 
tent, if the activities of anti-gov- 
ernment forces ar^ not brought un- 
der control. Pressed In Its project 
the government has nt fund it pos- 
sible to allow the existence of a 
system of opposing parlies such as 
wc In Canada would not be willing 
to part with. 

Yugoslavia Is a relatively b.ick- 
ward country attempting to inrus- 
triallze itself without bringing capi- 
tal from abroad. Whether wc in 
Canada approve ot her system ot 
government or not, we must con- 
sider it in that light 



brought bai-k ccipics of tlio Cnnsli- 
tutioM and tlic Kivp Ye.ir Plan. Wc 
.•iltcnded lectures about the govern- 
ment given by People's Youth offi- 
cials. Wc discusfcd ' the govern- 
ment with those who were tor it, 
neutral, and against IL We know 
where they stood because tiicy told 
us. Wc did not have to ask ques- 
tions about the Rovernnicnt the 
information was being constantly 
volunteered. Our problem wa.s not 
one of gathering information Utit 
rather one of sifting and a.ssimilat- 
ing the varying opinions that we 
heard in order to reach some ap- 
proximation of the truth. 

As for iiow the government 
worked that (lucslion was answer- 
ed partly by our convcns'itions 
with Yugoslavs and partly by what 
wc saw with our own eyes. Muny 
aspects ot It aro of course unknown 
to Its', and we do not claim in any 
way to be authorities on the .nib- 
jcct of the government of Yugo- 
slavia. 

We do not claim however to 
know more about It than those who 
have never been to Yugoslavia 

Tlie last point, that 'Amused' 
brings up is perhaps the most si;:- 
iiificant of all. lie asks "Did the;,- 
gain the coiifiilciRc of tlio pcippic 
to find (lilt wliiil tiu-y n-iilly 
Ihoiiglit of tlipir l(M(lers .-iiid tiicn- 
country'/ Confidence Is necessary 
for tills information. People must 
be sure that you are neither .m 
informer or a police spy before 
tliey will talk freely. Were llioy 
allowed to circulate freely In the 
big cities ;iny lime of tlie day or 
niylit? To see wliul was going on'.'" 

I can answer emphaticaly that we 
enjoyed the confidence of the 
young people with whom we work- 
ed. They 'were not an elite group 
of Communists carefully briefed 
as to what to say to us. Thi y urre 
ordinary yiiimg people from all 
classes and all the diverse racial 
and religious groups In YuKosLivia. 
Hy living together und working to- 
gether, wc cuuld not help but get 
to know caeh other. Many close 
friendships were formed between 
individuals. I am convinced that 
they llkcii us, that Ihry trusted ns 
and that they fcit free tu speuk 
their minds. 

Morcove, on occasion, I was ap- 
proached in crowded bars by stran- 
gers who told me, in front of other 
Yugoslavs, that they did not like 
tlie government, and tliat tlicre was 
no freedom of speech, if they were 
afraid to talk, why did they? 

As for circulating fi-ccly, 1 can 
only say that wo did. I lor one 
wiiiideicd around the streets and 
the bars, picking up strangers by 
day and by night. Pat Black and 
John Chlpman stayed for a week 
on their own in Belgrade; Morty 
Cohen and Cecil Mc.idc v. ont off 
on fhcir own to Zagreb, and others 
made many individual trips around 
the country. If there was somC' 
thing wc weren't supposed to sec, 
it was well hidden. 

I luipe that this answers 'Ainus- 
ed's' questions, owevcr tithe iiiipor- 
tant things to bo remembered, arc 
not so much questions of this sort, 
but rather the positive achieve- 
ments of a people, who are strug- 
gling towards lasting national uni 
ty and a bearable standard of liv 
ing.

Statement on 
Yugoslav Trip

As the representative of the 
McGill Liberal Club on the Yugo- 
slav Tour I would like to make a 
brief statement- on what I saw and 
did in Yugoslavia. 

I saw ruined buildings from the 
Second World War at such scat- 
tered places as Belgrade. Brod (a 
r.iilway junction in Croatia) Zad.'ir 
(a town on tiic Dalmatian Coast) 
nnd Rljcka, (Flume) as well as 
many other places. 

I worked on the Youth Railway 
being built from the town of Samac 
to the city of Sarajevo for about 
two weeks. During tlii.s period I 
travelled alone from the construc- 
tion camp where wc were lodged 
to the railway headquarters town 
of Zeniea, the sixty mile Journey 
taking four hours. At Zeniea I 
saw large new factories with great 
brick chimneys rising out of this 
Moslem town, where many of the 
women were veiled and pcn.'-ants 
guided their burdened donkeys up 
the main street. 

I travelled with the brigade over 
most of the length of the Youth 
Railroad by means of the narrow 
gauge lino which runs beside it. 
While on the Railroad I spoke to 
members ot the British, Italian. 
Austrian, Rumanian and, of course, 
Yugoslav brigades.- 

In the towns visited by the 
Brigade such as Belgrade, Sara- 
jevo, Dubrovnik, and Flume, I 
went where I pleased alone, or with 
friends.

Report on 
Education 
Is Issued 



THE CURRICULUM 
It is a weakness of many schools 
today that leaching diffuses itself 
over a multiplicity of enormous 
problems, leaving only time and 
opportunity for a passing glance. 
Utopian dreams interject Ihcm- 
sclves into tliesc large views, and 
the fact is lost sight of that those 
who seek Utopian living should be 
capable, by knowledge and skill, of 
operating a Utopia. 

Anyone who mentions •curri- 
culum" is practically certain to 
start an argument. There are so 
many possibilities, so many temp- 
tations to try this and that, we are 
confused. 

In these d,i||s, education must 
prosper by economy. This means 
that ilic teacher must pick a care- 
ful way through cartloads of rub- 
bish to choose the vital factors in 
education; and then the teacher 
must make the selected subjects 
atlraclive, but not with the kind 
of attractiveness that consists only 
in easiness. 

The acute reader will have notic- 
ed that this principle leads back 
to something of an old-fashioned 
sort from which the world has 
been rapidly fleeing. It is a return 
that is recommending itself lo 
many societies and communities. 
For example, William H. Conant. 
New York businessman, said in 
May that a committee of which 
he was' chairman had prepared a 
plea for the revival of traditional 
education in fundamental subjects. 
"We have had too much progressive 
education," he declared. "Wc have 
found there is no easy short-cut to 
knowledge. Our pupils have been 
high in arithmetic only because 
progressive education could find 
no way to fiddle with the multi- 
plication table." 

It is fashionable in some circles 
to look down upon the education 
of a generation ago. II had its 
defects, but it was based upon the 
solid notion that in order to learn lo 
think one niiisl first acquire the 
tools of thought. Teachers in those 
days believed that to get a mount- 
ain-top view you had to climb the 
mountain. Techniques of study 
change, quite properly, and new 
eirrleula must be prepared to acom- 
modatc the new things In the 
world, but the more important and 
deeper things do not alter and 
should not be brushed aside. In 
the sense of providing a solid bajc 
upon which to erect a life

The teacher is not entitled to lake 
advantage of his position to impose 
beliefs dogmatically upon students 
or to convert them to a doctrine. 
One of his great successes is when 
he trains his students effectively 
to reach their conclusions through 
critical reflection upon carefully 
ascorlained facts.

The period of work on the road 
averages two months per person 
with a six hour day, thirty-six hour 
week. Board and lodging and five 
cigarettes a day are provided for 
workers on the railway. 

Ttic cnviroiuncnl under which 
tlicy work sheds an interesting 
light lipun the secondary objects 
of the railway: namely the propa- 
gation of learning and culture, 
within the broad background of a 
constructive and ' instructive holi- 
day. 

The camps themselves set a high 
standard of hygiene and personiil 
cleanliness which combined with 
discipline makes for a clean and 
hcaltliy youth. From the aesthetic 
point of view, ninny of these camps 
are artistic creations, with tiieir 
carefully designed arclies bearing 
the names of their brig.idcs; murals 
depicting Tito and other leaders as 
well as phases of the Five Year 
Plan add color to the whitewashed 
walls of tlic huts. Living conditions 
are primitive but adéquate— straw 
laid on tlio boards of two wide 
rows of bunks, one above tlie other, 
is the sleeping accommodation.' 
Separate facilitici;, of course, exist 
for the girls, who add up to about 
35 per cent of the youth on the 
railway. 

The youth runs its own daily 
newspaper •■Borba" wliich is pub- 
lished in four or more languages; 
news dispatches from abroad in 
addition to topical Brigade news 
:u'c included. As well as the news- 
paper is a radio .station which 
broadcasts every day popular 
music, railroad and foreign news. 
Fnreign Brigade 

In company with tho 180.000 
Yugoslavs working on the rail- 
road arc twenty brigades from 
other countries. Even such coun- 
tries as Italy, Himcary and Bul- 
saria. whose fascist governments 
ravaged the lauds of Yugoslavia. 
These brigades are today working 
in harmony and cn-opcration with 
all the brigades: they arc com- 
peting for and winning the hon 
ored titles of Shock Brigades and 
Shock Workers. The enthusiasm 
gehcrated by the youth of Yuso- 
slavia is inculcated into the youth 
of all the liiiuis. It is this enthus- 
iasm, this co-operation which is 
the mo.st inspiring and constructive 
factor in the lives of the workers 
on. the .Samae-Sarajtvo railroad. 

It is the refusal to how under 
difficultio-. this spirit of co-opera 
lion, iipiiii wliieh the new Yuco- 
slavian youtli and the new stale 
is bcin« built. To this must be 
iiridcd the desire for peace without 
which the completion of their 
efforts can never be attained.

George B. Shaw Asks Fans 
Stop Sending Letters, Gifts

George Bernard Shaw, now in 
his 92nd year, was again in the 
news as he appealed to the people 
of Ireland to cease their well- 
meaning flood of presents, medals, 
and letters. He went on to explain 
that he had no time to devote to 
personal correspondence. 

The well-known lulm(lrl.^t and 
playwright said that although "war 
taxes leave mc no money to spare," 
he needed nothing that money 
could buy and was "already be- 
mcdallcd until there is no room 
next to my heart for any addi- 
tions." He added that many of nis 
Irish followers were in the habit 
of sending him parcels of food 
"under the impression that I am 
starving." 

"Ollicis," lie continued. "are 
equally conviliced that I am a bil- 
lionaire and own all the news- 
papers and can print what 1 please 
in them. In effect, that I am the 
ruler of the universe, send me their 
plans for the political reform of 
tlic world and establishment of the 
niiilenium. believing that I have

cussing debatable political, social 
and •religious ideas and movements. 

Their role is analysis, discussion 
and teaching. In some aspects tlieir 
job is like that of a judge: ilicy 
nuist have opinions that are com- 
petent and at tlic same time disin- 
terested. The Judge is not an ad- 
vocate, and he must avoid the very 
appearance of pleading a special 
cause, ot being under subjection to 
groups or cells, or of theorizing 
without sound factual knowledge.

He 
described as "admirable" the re- 
forms recommended -by the associii- 
tion with regard to the care and 
treatment of the aged and sickly, 
and In typical Shnw fashion, re- 
ported an omission.
